THEY WANT DR. MO@S TO STAY. 
A meeting of the alumni of the University of 
Chicago was held yesterday afternoon in the 
rooms of the American Baptist Publication So- 
ciety, No. 61 Washington street. The meeting 
was calied to order shortly after 5 o’clock by the 
Rev. H. C. Mabie, Presidént of the Alumni As- 
sociation, who etated that the Association had 
been called together to consider and give ex- 
pression to its opinion upor, if it was seen fir, 
the recent changes in the managemont-ot the 
University. 
Mr. F. A, Smith submitted the following reso- 
lutions : 
Waereas, The Alumni Associatian of the University 
of Chicago have heard with the deepest sorrow and re- 
gre. of the action of the Board of Trustees of the 
University summarily deposing Dr. Moss from the 
office of President of the University ; and 
Werxas, We believe uy that action, not only a 
flagrant injustice bas been dove to Dr. Moss, but, if 
persisted in, it will prove dirastrous to the future pros- 
perity of the University, if not fatal to its very exist- 
ence ; and 
Wuereas, The members of the Association feel s 
deep interest in our Alma Mater and its prosperity, 
on account of the jaxty intimate relations which 
we hoid to it, aud for the further reason that many of 
us have contributed to the alumni endowment fund, 
and have taus become interested in the University in 
a financisl way ; and 
WHeiceas, This Association has carefully refrained 
from taking any action touching the deplorable dis- 
agreement ef so loug standing relative to the manage- 
ment of the University, that, in view of all the cir- 
cumetances, it is now proper for us as an Association, 
and it is our duty, to respectfully express to the Board 
of Trustees the views and wishes of this Association at 
this grave junctare in the affairs of the University. It 
is, therefore, 
Resolved, At a epecial meeting called to consider 
these matters, that, while we entertain the highest re- 
spect for Dr. Burroughs, and fuily recognize the great 
service he has rendered the University in the past, 
that Dr. Moss should be reinstated in the office of 
President, and retamed in that position, if he can be 
indwueed to remain, for the following reasons, among 
many others: 
1, It is the only way that the act of injustice to him 
can be wiped out and a great wrong cor 
2. Itis the only way that the confidence of the 
public in the management of the University can be re- 
stored, 


%. The alumni endowment movement, which was 
started during the past year as an expression of the 
confidence and spirit of co-operation «which the en- 
trance of Dr, Moss upon the Presidency of the Univer- 
sity inspired in this Association, as our records show, 
and having for its object material aid to the instita- 
tion, must prove an utter failure if the late course of 
action is adpered to, 

Resolved, further, That the of this Asso- 
ciation be, and is hereby, directed to deliver a copy of 
these resolutions to the Board of Trustees of the Uni- 
versity with hie certificate thereto before the next 
meeting of said Board. 

MER. SMITH 

supported the resoiutions in a temperate and 
judicious speech. The continuance of the pres- 
ent condition of affairs would bring the alumni 
endowment fund investmenttoa sudden ter- 


mination ; would ahenate public sympathy, and 
even the support of the Baptist denomination, 
from the institution. 

MR. E, 8. BASTIN 
opposed the adoption of the resolution, and did 
not think it would be proper for the Association 
to take such action. He could not see why Dr. 
Moss’ reinstatement should be considered so de- 
sirable that they should attempt to dictate to the 
Board of Trustees. 
MR. JAMES GOODMAN 
was heartilyin favor of the resolutions, and 
thougnt that Dr. Burroughs should long ago 
have gracefully retired. His services in found- 
ing the University were unquestionable, but he 
was acting like a cow who would kick over the 
pail of milk sbe had just supplied. 
MR. J. F. BONFIELD 
opposed the taking of any part in the contro- 
versy by the Association. It was their duty to 
refrain altogether from taking sides and extend- 
ing tne strife. It was a suicidal policy—one 
that no young gentleman here should advocate— 
to take sides 10 this quarrel, pass judgment on 
Dr. Burronghs or Dr. Moss, and assume an atti- 


-tude illy suited their condition, and which could

MR. J. ROWLEY 
thought the passage of the resolutions wouid 
be eminently wise and proper. By the retire- 
ment of Dr. Moss great injustice was done, 
which would result disastrousiy to the institu- 
tion.

A rambling discussion followed, the apparent 
design being to talk out the meeting, the move- 
ment being eugineered by Mr. Bonfield. The 
previous question was carried, anc, after & mo- 
tion to adjourn had been defeated, the 

SUBSTITUTE WAS DEFEATED 
by a vote of 18 in the hégative, against 10 for 
the resolutione. 

Mr. Bonfield moved ap adjournment to Wednes- 
day, which was defeated. 

MR. WOOD 
moved an amendment to the resolutions, declar- 
ing it to be the sense of the Association that 
both Dr, Moss and Dr. Burrougyhs sbould dis- 
sever their connection with the institution. 

After more filibustering the previous question 
was carried and the amendment voted down. 
The resolutions were then adopted by a vote of 
14 to 6, eight not voting. Mr. Bonfield endeavy- 
ored to ret in a further resolutign, but a motion 
to adjourn was carried forestailing him.

REPLY TO DOR. BOONE’S LETTER. 
DR. SMITE’S PRESENTMENT OF THE OTHER SIDE. 
Te the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CutcaGco, July 26.—I am urged by gentlemen 
in whose judgment I confide to notice the letter 
of Dr, Boone, in your issue of yesterday morn- 
ing. Idothis with the more reluctance as, with 
my experience as editor, I cam appreciate so well 
how annoying to you this unhappy controversy 
may have already become. Should it please you 
to favor me with space for as muchas I now 
write, I think I can promise, so far as 1 am con- 
cerned, to spare you in the future. 

One word I must be allowed to say, partly in 
my own behalf, partly in behalf of those in the 
Board of the University with whom I am acting. 
We are termed ‘“factious,” and the number of 
these factious persons 1 given as five only. 
How utterly unjust it is toapply any such epithet 
' tome, no man knows better than Dr. Boone 
himself. He has before him the history of these 
troubled years. He knows what I have said ; 
what I bave written, and said, and done. If my 
convictious forbid my acting longer with him and 
those whom he represents, no man should be 
more ready than he, even if deploring my error 
in judgment, to recognize the impossibility of 
the thing with which bechargesme. But whom, 
farther. does this faction embrace? It em- 
braces those same men whom, in a foot- 
note, without sufficient warrant, he strikes from 
the list: the Hon. J. Y. Scammon, the Hon. J. 
R. Doolittle, Dr. D. B. Cheney. Are these fac- 
tious men? They are all personal friends and 
well-wishers of Dr. Burroughs, but neither of 
them sustains either by word or vote the act of 
the Board at its late meeting. Who else are 
these ‘“‘factions” men? Mr. Henry Greene- 
baum, who introduced in the Board meeting of 
the 8th the resolution to consider which the 
meeting of the 13th was called, aod which was 
to this effect: 

Resotved, That it ie the sense of the Board that the 
organization of the University ought to be amended in 
so far as to make the office of Chancellor an honorary 
and unesalaried position, relieved of all financial re- 
sponsibility as connected with thé University, 

This resolution defines Mr. Greenebaum’s po- 
eition, as did still more explicitly the remarks 
with which he accompanied it. What other men 
belong to this “‘faction”? Mr. A. B. Moeker, 
Mr. F. E. Hinckley, Mr. E. N. Blake, Mr. Robert 
Harris, and Dr. L. H. Smith. It is impossible 
for even one 80 highly esteemed and bonored as 
Dr. Boone, and deservedly so, to disparage these 
gentlemen by an epithet; nor will the people of 
Chicago soon believe that gentlemen such as all 
these whose names | have given can be influ- 
enced in their action by any other motive than 
the desire to discharge with fidelity a sacred ana 
honorable public trust. 

And this lays bare what is, after all, the real 

ist of this whole question. The severe, but 
ust, language in which Dr. Cheney character- 
ized the preamble and resolutions adopted on 
the 13th, end the discussion im which they were 
supported, will apply, 1 am sotry to say, to this 
letter of Dr. Boone. Throughout the letter, as 
throughout that discussion and the document 
on which it was based, scafcely one word of 
allusion sppears to the University considered 
as an institution of learning, representing the 
great interest of higher education. It is no- 
where implied that any other point is 
at 8=6. iesa* the personal 
to Dr. hs. The considerate public 
will remember, if Ur. Boone does not, that the 
members of this Board are put in their place 
not to fight either against or for Dr. Burroughs, 
nor to protect or to kill either one man or an- 
otber; they are to plan and act in their very best 
wisdom for the University. In a way to be just, 
no doubt, to all men, but with po personal ques- 
tiops whatever, make the central and all-con- 
trolling consideration in their policy. If these 
gentlemen, then, whom Dr. Boone izes 
as “ factious,” believe that the interests of the 
University call for the retirement of one man or 
another from its administration, are they not 
bound, io rt their trust, to say so ? 

Now, Mr. Editor, as one conversant with this 
unhappy hietory from its begianing, I must bear 
my testimony before men, and state plainly 
some facts upon which the pablie may form an 
unbiased opinion. In a recent letier I gave 
the ciréumstances under which Dr. Burroughs 
retired from the Presidency. When it was known

This was opposed, 
andas the result of all Dr. Burroughs was for- 
mally elected Chancelior and Dr. Moss Presi- 
dent. 

Your readers will judge how far there are here 
indications of a compromise or compact on the 
partof- those who acted inthe matter. What 
was said in the Committee by which the names 
of Drs. Moss and Burroughs were reported to 
the Board for their respective offices, I cannot

Dr. Burroughs, to the Chancelilorship on like 
grounds. I do not think that one of all those 
who acted in the matter supposed that he was 
bound by any compact, expressed or implied, so 
as to fetter bie gction in apythiog that involved 
the interests of the University; but that the ar- 
rangement was entered into as one which was 
then believed to be, upon the whole, the best. 

The President and Chancellor, in accepting their 

respective offices, accompanied their remarks 
with expressions of mutual good-will, some of 

which Dr. Brown has quoted. 

But, if these proceedings shall be thought to 
indicate some principle of compromise or com- 
pact as invoived,—and of that the public must 
judge,—by whom, if ,.by any one, has that 
compact been broken? Last winter Dr. 
Burroughs, prompted by dissatisfaction with 
a certain measure adopted by the Board, re- 
signed. To the Committee appointed to confer 
with him upon the subject he expressed the iack 
of heart aud hope which be felt in his work ; his 
sense of the inharmonious elements in the midst 
of which that work mast be dome; the claims 
upon bim of his own private affairs—in ehort, a 
view of his own circumstances aud feelings 
which, connected with other considerations, 
seemed to satisfy those who heard bim that the 
position was an uncongenial one to him, and 
virtually ao impracticable one. ‘he report first 
rendered’ by the Committee recommended 
that the resignation, be accepted. This 
was subsequently changed to a report 
that the resignation had been with- 
drawn. Thies change was made in deference to 
the judgment of the Treasurer, whw felt that the 
Chancelior could not yet be spared. The agi- 
tation of the question of the Chancelior’s con- 
tinuapce dates from that point of time aod from 
that occurrence, 

Ata meeting of the Board held on the 8th 
inst., the Chancellor, in a brief address to the 
Board, expressed the desire to be relieved of 
some portion of his duties. My recollection is 
that he wished to devote himself, wholly, to the 
raising of the funded debt, and wished that some 
competent man should be putinto the field 
charged with the more gezerai financial in- 
teresta of the University. In that con- 
nection he said to the Board that he would like 
some action to be taken upon the matter, as 
being importaot and pressing. If the Board 
thonght best, he said, he was willing to retire 
altogether; but he desired that in some way he 
might be relieved. 

Now, if that last remark of the Chancellor was 
sincere, it made the question of bis continuatrice 
in office manifestiy a legitimate one, If it was 
insincere, that question was still gitimate. 
Ata meeting of the Executive Committee—a 
regular monthly one—held soon after the Board 
meeting of the Ist, a proposal was made fora 
committee to take into consideration 
this whole subject suggested by the 
Chancellor. The importance of this subject 
was the more felt, as the prefent year is, educa- 
tionaliy, the year of hopedor the deaomination 
of Christians chiefly represented & the Uni- 
versity, and deep anxiety is felt that the Uni- 
versity should sbare its fruits im proportion to 
its own needs and ciaims, both of which are at 
least equal to those of any other institution. It 
was known, besides, that a-wide-spread distrust 
pervaded'the denomination, while it was seri- 
ously doubtful whether anything like a general 
raily in behalf of the institution could be made. 
with the organization as it stood. Members of 
the Board—tried friends of Dr. Burroughs, as 
he and others ought to admit—had come honest- 
ly to the conclusion that on every account—for 
his own sake, for the sake of the Uuiversily, 
for the sake of all interests involved—he 
ought to retire, with every expression of hon- 
orable respect on the part of the Board and ali 
interested in the University; but still, to leave 
a position where bis motives were misconstrued, 
hie works emberrassed. his good name im- 
periled, and he himself a hinderance, where he 
so earnestly worked to be a belp. 

In the special Committee appointed by the 
Executive Committee these things were all con- 
sidered. A paper was drawn by myself in the 
form of a report to the Board, expressing these 
views, and closing with resolutions designed to 
give them effect. The Committee did not adcvt 
my paper, but instead, presented to the Boaru a 
report written by Judge Doolittle, Chairman of 
the Committee, the design of which was to urge 
upon the Chancellor the importance of an etfli- 
cient organization of bis department, aod the 
vigorous prosecution of its work in the year to 
come; quoting from the records those clauses in 
the act creating the office of Chancellor, in 
which that officer is empowered to nominate 
agents, and, with the concurrence of the Execu- 
tive Committee, appoint them. There was no 
intention of bringivg up the question of retiring 
the Chancellor. The Committee came before 
the Board with Judge Woolittle’s report, and 
with no other. 

In the discussions that followed inquiry was 
made ag to pointe which ought te have been ve- 
fore the Board in a report from the Chancellor. 
Dissatisfaction was expressed, aod the inter- 
change of remarks finally ended NM a motion to 
abolish the office of Chancellor, modified, subse- 
quently, into the resoluiien vy Mr. Greevebaum 
quoted above. 

Then, again, Mr. Editor. I submit the ques- 
tion introduced to the judgment of your readers. 
I have nofearthatany discervisg aud candid 
person will claim to tind here the traces of a con- 
spiracy, Of any sort, or a breach of compact. 

ven if the subject had ceme before the 
Board in the form given 4 in the re- 
port drawn by myself it would have 
been simply a question for tke dispassionate 
consideration of the Board. My own action in 
the case would have beén pri partly by 
my own convictions, partly by tae. urgent pres- 
sure under which I have for a .oag time been 
in agg eine Ine say emobaically—friendly 
to Dr. Burroughs personaly, and On the part of 
influential men in the dehomimtion to which I 
belong, whose judgment and motives I am 
bound to respect. If, after far consideration, 
the Board had decided that the stirement of the 
Chancellor was undesirable, I should have ac- 
quiesced. 8o, Iam ed, would others, as 
well, and we should have workel with and for 
‘the Or, just as with anc for the Presi- 
dent. t the question itself was a perfectly 
legitimate one. 

_Now, Mr. Editor, lam under the necessity of 
giving it a&@ my conviction that the action of tne 
Board on the 8th was seized won as a pretext 
by the 4utbors of the resolutisn vacating the 
Presidency ; that it was an opportanity for which 
they had been ing, and which they now 
eagerly ) Iam sorryt be obliged to 
bear my testimeny distinctly, thas so far as any 
breach ef contract exists it is by the authors of 
that resolution. Mr, Greenebaam is not a man 
to be chara a2 a conveusst-breaker, yot 
the resolution which was the proper business of 
the (meeting of the 13th was drawn by him.

There were fifteen members still present—fally 
an average attendance, I re Mr. Editor, 
what was over and over said the discussion 
on the 15th, that no person had dreamed of a 
“trap” or acoospiracy. The subjectin its final 
form came up accidentally, as such questions 
will sometimes do in the course of a heated dis- 
cussion. And if Dr. Boone means to impiv that 
upon bis going out certain men found courage 
to do what they would have shrank from in his 
caaenen I can assure him that he is wholly mis- 

aken. 

I am traly sorry to take so much of your space, 
bu’ I cannot close without referring to the decla- 
ration of Dr. Boone, that the public will find 
that the Trustees of this University mean to be 
ite governors. I beg to differ from him wholly 
as to what is the proper province of a Board of 
Trustees. They are not governors, but Trustees, 
—two very different functions. I must say, for- 
ther, that no Board of Trustees can bave a right 
to override the judgment or disregard the de- 
mands of those whom they represent in the 
office they hold, What that judgment is, and 
what those demands in the presen: case, is indi- 
cated in the article of the Examiner and Chron- 
icle to which Dr. Boone refers.

A-NEW VIEW OF THE CASE. 
IT 18 ‘‘ BURROUGHS OR EVERTS.” 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Catcaao, July 26.—Several points in the Bur- 
roughs-Moss discussion have not yet been pre- 
sented ina fair light, arlda few have not yet 
been touched on at all. 

1. It is not contended by Moss’ friends that 


experience whatever in raising money ; that he 
would have time to do so if he should be re- 
stored to the Presidency ; that he has any hold 
on finaucial men ; or that he would know how to 
go to work to pay the bills of the University for 
a single year.

Sbould Barronghs 
be decapitated, there is but one man of sufficient 
repute a8 & money-raiser, aud suflicientiy in 
favor with the Moss wing of the Board of Trus- 
tees and with the Baptist denomination, to take 
Chancellor Barroughs’ place. That man, of 
course, is Dr. W. W. Everts. He would be the 
Chancellor, and the choice lies, therefore, not 
80 much between Burroughs and Moss as 
betweeo Burroughs and Everts, with Moss 
as the figure-head in tie fight. Kverts is 
a gentleman of superior financial ability. He 
has been aiming at the position of Chancellor 
for ten years. He is the Richelieu to whom 
Moss plays the part of the imbecile King. Moas 
would be helvless in raising money without him, 
and would press as naturally into the arms of 
Everts as a child into the bosom of his wet- 
nurse.

He. is aman of natural parts, 
not of sound learning; of uncultured force, not 
of thorough research. At 24 years of age, he 
was setting type and graduating in a Com- 
mercial College. He went to Rochester, expect- 
ing to take a partial course ; and the writer has 
been variously informed, b¥ some that he took 
orly a partial course, and by some that he there 
graduated. The Rochester institution has two 
aepartments,—a classical and a theological one, 
—and I am informed that Dr. Moss took only a 
partial course in the classical department, though 
a full one in the theological. He is not, there- 
fore, a regulariy-educated man. Then he was an 
editor.—a& pursuit the least favorable 
to deep scholarship, because it im- 
plies and demands for success that superficial 
kuowledge of everything which is absoiutely in- 
eonsisteat with bigh scholarship iu any one 
department. As an editor of a weekly rebgious 
paper of the third class, the Natonal Baptist, 
the then Mr. Moss was a succeas,—more forcible 
than classic; more belligerent than discreet ; 
more like a bull-in-a-china-shop than most Bap- 
tist editors are, as those who recall bis furious 
criticism of a certain work on the Atonement 
will doubtless remember, since its ferocity caused 
it to be beld up by the religious press generally 
as an example to young amd inexperienced edi- 
tors. Several undoubted scholars and Professors 
of the highest culture, whose names I need not 
publisn, deciare as follows: One, that Dr. Moss is 
not, in any just seose of the word, an educated 
man ; aod that he has no proper conception as 
to what education is. Another, that, “ As be- 
tween Moss and Burroughs, the latter, who 
graduated the third ina distinguished class at 
Yale, 1s by far the ripest scholar, and the best 
teacher.” A third, who has studied and taught 
in several institations, declares President Bar- 
roughs to be ‘‘ the best teacher, save one, he 
ever knew in the class-room.” A fourth deciares 
that Moss has neitber the inatincts nor the pol- 
ished manners of a gentlemau; that he has 
justly offended, in the course of his first year 
in the University of Chicago, every member of 
the l’acuity save one; and that one is the Pro- 
fessor who opposed his election until it become 
inevitable, on the ground that he had neither 
tbe scholarship nor the manners that would fit 


| him to fill the office, but, since his election, has 


socialiy and in print fawned upon and flattered 
him, and been as Boswell to Dr. Johnson, ia a 
mutually small way. 

In ae of all these facts, I insist that Dr. 
Moss’ backers bave assumed and protested quite 
too much concerning his scholarship. Le: them 
first settle the point whether he has come to his 
D. D. in the regular way or up the back stairs.

THE GAGE CASE. 


Decision by Judge Booth in the Suit 


me. 


No Action of the Council Released 
the Latter from Any Liability, 


That Body Could Not Sanc- 
tion His Doing an Ille- 
gal Act. 


His Sureties Cannot Take Advantage of 
Any False Entries in His Books, 


Nor Can They Plead Knowledge of His 
Delinquencies by City Officers. 


It Was Their Business .to Look 
Out for Such Things.

Judge Booth gave an important decision yes- 
terday morving, in the case of the City vs. 
David A. Gage, Treasurer of the City of Chica- 
go, and his sureties, W. F. Tneker, Albert Cros- 
by, J. B. Sherman, J. H. McViecker, J. A. Rice, 
N. P. Wilder, and George W. Gage. This was 
a suit to recover the amount of Mr. Gage's de- 
faleation to the city, from his bondsmen. The 
decision wag technically on some demurrers to 
the replications to the third, sixth; and 
seventh pieas, but disposes of many of the ques- 
tions involved in the suit, and the rulings are all, 
with one exception, in favor of the city. Time 
was given, until pext Satarday, for the defend- 
ante to decide whether they will amend their 


pleas or appeal. 

Very few persons were present in Court during 
the two hours occupied by the Judge in the de- 
livery of his opinion, and _ little interest seemed 
to be taken. The decision was sivgularly com- 
prehensive and explicit, covering all the points 
raised by the demurrers, and a fall abstract is 
given : 

This is an action bronght by the City ofc 
against David A. Gace, late [reasurer of the city, and 
his sureties upon the official bond given by Mr. Gage 
as such Treasurer for the due performance of his du- 
ties during his second term of office. The bond is in the 
sum of $1,000,000; the condition that the said David A. 

e sha!l weil and faithfully discharge the duties of 
said office as directed by law and the orders, ordi- 
nances, and resolutions of the Common Council, and 
shall account for and pey over all moneys received by 
him as such Treasurer in accordance with the law, etc,

It is true 
that in afew weexs the incoming parvest will 
temedy much of this, and, at least, Mme people 
will not die of bunger, as thousands upon thou- 
sands—I am reluctant to mention the number 
given to me—have died during those terribie 


vears 1873 and 1874. But in the interim the. 


stress is very dreadfal, and these poor peopie 
kbow uot whither to turn for help. 

In this great pastoral digtrict it is not 0 much 
the bad trarvests which bave ruined the people as 
the loss of all, or nearly all, their flocks and 
herds during the severe winter of 1873-4, when 
deep énow lay on the ground for faliy four 
montis, and no food could be had for the starv- 
ing animals. Previous to 1874 the people in the 
interior weré in the most comfortable cireum- 
Their flocks and herds formed their 
and tiow considerable that was 

may be ged of by the account of their 
losees .subjoined, in the case of a few villages 
I visited. Now. they have literally nothing left. 
Four days back I fode for nearly five hours 
through an absolutely solitary district. ~The vil- 
lages were there, but there was not a man, not a 

not even a goat to be seen. it was as 
lonely as if I bad been at sea. Xesterday, again, 
Ihad the same experience for four and a half 
hours, It is only on appréaching Karaman that 
there are any signs of prosperity. 

i have obtained from some of the villacers 
with wnom I made acquaintance the following 
particulars of their losses : 

Olokisbla—a large village at the head of the 
great pass leading down to the Cicilian plain— 
consisted formerly of 400 houses; of these only 

100. are left, the rest are deserted, their inhabi- 
tants either died of famine (‘‘We used to find 
them dead all about the mountains,” said my in- 
formant) or they only escaped to setlah of 
typhus and dysentery at Adanaanddarsus. The 
Village once possessed 15,000 sheep and about 
1,000 goats; of these about 5 per cent remain. 
Twelve hundred cows and oxen perished. The 
village population was reduced by 1,000 souls. 
Of these how many were dead could not be ex- 
actly ascertained, but by fr the largest 
portion... Tchaian, a village on the edgeof the 
plain of Lycaonia, had once 300 houses, with a 
population of 2,000 souls; of these abont 800 
were dead. It was inscribed on the Government 

ister as possessing 10,000 sheep ; all are dead. 

It bad about 320 cows and oxén, and 300 cameis; 
some 150 in all survive. They died of hunger. 
There was no straw, owing to the bad harvest; 
and the snow lay 4 feet deep for five months. 
‘A horse-load of straw (saman) cost 60 
piastres” (about 10 shillings). ‘The men used 
to go out into the mountains to cut the 
little grass they ‘could from under the 
frozen snow; bat they could not get énough.’’ 
They made many complaints to the Government 
through the Governor of Koniab. At last an or- 
der came to give to cach head of a family four 
and a half bushels (kilehs) of wheat and barley 
mixed. They did. receive a part of this, and 
some whéat for seed, the latterasadebt. But 
no oxen were given, and consequently very little, 
indeed, of the land could be sowed. This year 
they have better prospects, but they are heavily 
indebted. | They hope two good harvests will 
evable them to clear this off. But even ehould 
ibis year’s harvest be good, it: will only enab!e 
them to. repiace their oxen, etc.,' for mext year’s 
sowing. 

In the meantime the Government is exacting 
its taxes with extrenj® severity, and eyed c'aini- 
ing the arrears of the last two years. Zaptichs 
(police) are sent with orders to force the peopie 
to sell the Mttle remaining property they bave 
(carpets, cooking utensils, etc:), and pay the 
taxes. I was myself witness to something of 
this. It occurred in a beautiful village at the 
foot of the Bulghar Dagh. A zaptieh had corhe 
with the uéual order, and just as I alighied I 
heard one of the peasants exclaim, “* But I have 

”" “You have your garden,” wag 
the y, *‘eell that.” ‘* Jantum,” said the poor 
fellow (equivalent to *“ My dear Sir”), “ only 
find me a purchaser and I'll sell it.” 

Bektik is aJarge village near Eregli. Of its 
400 families; 50 are known to have perished; 200 
have emigrated, chiefly to Adana, but of these 
mavy died enroute, and nothing is known of the 
survivors. ry significant was one observation 
I heard: “ Of the little children who died no ac- 
count was taken.” The village was registered as 
possessiug 30,000 sheep and goats. Al! are dead. 

They died of hunger, owing to a bad winter.” 
Of 1,100. oxen and 2,000 cows, only about 200 
remain. 

I could cite the cases of many other villages. 
I willend with the worst. Deyiah, of Lycavuia, 

_was before the famine a very considerabie village 
‘ot about 700 houses ; 200 only are now left, all 
the rest are ruined and deserted. 1 myself saw 
a whole quarter of the piace in ruins. It 
possesses a very extensive pasioral district, con- 
sisting of rounded marble hilis with much grass, 
but little arable land, and is four to seven hours’ 
ride distamt from any other village. The 
scarcity Began in 1573. These was no 
rain; but i¢ was the wioter of 1873-4 which 
ruined them. They possessed 458,000 sheep, al! 
perished.. They had 400 pairs of oxen; about 5 
per centare left. Every house possessed a cow 
ortwo; aimost all are gone. When no food 
could be found, the poorest of the villagers ate 
hg herbs, the bark of brushwood, and they 
ied + rapes for there was no help nearer 
than iah or Adana, every one round them 
being in the same sad condition. At last m 
their extremity some of them found a kind of 
clay, which they ground down, mixed with 
water, and ewallowed. I was solembly as- 
sured of tlie truth of this. No help 
came; a few ed to escape to Koniah; of 
thoee who contrived to reach Adana nearly all 
of typhus. Ana so the fire went on till 
nothing was left for it to fecdon. Only those 
who once were rith are loft now; even they are 
reduced to the extremity of indigence, and scarce 
know how to support them#@elves fill the new 
barvest comes ia.

It was stated at ths 
meéting that the emigrants should be destroyed. 
An express. was sent to, Brigham Young, and

massacre, a mecting was calied 
to hear Lee’s report. Lee stood up and said he 
wanted the Indians to rua onthe emigrants. 
They would not, He then put Up a white hand- 
kerchief, and many came. ont. The emigrants 
promised peace, if they gaye up their arms. 
They agreed, and marchéd out alongside of the 
soldiers, who slot them down at asignal, and 
the Indians knilled the women. He. said ove 
man had a baby in his armies after the first fire. 
Lee said, Give up that child. The man 
replied, “If £ die. this child dies 
with me. I know you, Joho OD. 
Lee, despite your paint.” . Lee said 
he had to shoot the man and child. While Leo 
was reporting, the express from Young arrived. 
Saw the children in a wagon in front of the 
meeting-house. One boy of 8 years pointed to 
the Indian Joe, and said, **‘ That man killed my 
papa, got my papa’s pants On now.” Never saw 
the boy afterwards. Lee said they should not 
talk to the children, as he wanted them to forget 
about the massacre. 

Thomas P. Willis sworn: Saw the goods of 
the murdered emigrants at Cedar, with fifteen 
ér twenty wagons and 400 or 500 head of stock. 
Heard Haight before the attack ask my father 
the best way to aitack the train, 
After the massacre, saw the property of 
the emigrants’ wagons.in front of the titbing- 
house in Cedar . City, The Indians 
washed the bloody clothing im a_ ditch 
in Cedar City. Saw the chilaren. Higbe 
had a boy 7 or 8 years old. My brother 
had one ; Burbuck had one. Saw them in 1559 
at the Indian reservation in cardof Dr. Forney. 
The Mormons had a military organization. The 
men hada drill every Saturday.

A BOGUS LIEUTENANT.

Effect of Lime on Soils-«When to 
Prune Evergreens.

Happy the farmer in the prairie-region who 
has a grove planted about his home, that al- 
ready bas, or that may as the years pass, invite 
te the noonday-rest with ite cooling shadows; 
‘that may give shelter to heated herds; or whose 
recesses, if platited along a deep ravine, will 
give birth to a rill that may flow away rejoicing 
in itself, gladdening the heart. of childhood, and 
slaking the thirst of the beasts of the field: 
not only this, but which shall attract and con- 
dense the passing shower to water-thirsting 
crops; and thus beautify the landscape, equalize 
the rain-fall, destroy miasma, and, with ite man- 
ifold beauty, 

MAKE MAN EVERY WAY BETTER. 

Who, among those who have settled these 
great prairies of the West, and the vast plains 
stretching out to the Rocky Mountains beyond, 
has not looked back with eager longing to his 
childhood-home, perhaps with its forest-clad 
hills, down whose sides brooke born of those 
forests come rippling over the stones, tumbled 
and tossed their pearly spray over ragged 
rocks, or fell prone over some ledge 
into a deep, dark basin beneath, in whose quiet 
pools the trout flashed their silver sidés, and 
upon whose mossy banks hours haye been 
whiled away luring finny tribes to the Book, 
watehing the birds flitting from bough to bough

WHEN SHALL L PRUNE ? 

 ™ ZL. St. Paul, Minn., asks: * Will ‘The 
Farm aod Garden’ please give me information 
when is the proper time to prune evergreens ? ” 
If you have specimen trees, and your objectis to 
check exuberant or straggling growth, prune 
in June, or before the pew wood begins to 
harden, in pruning such trees, cat near buds, 
and from beneath up, witha c cut. If you 
want to strengthen wth, pfunein the sente 
manner in the fall, the season's growth has 
been perfeeted. 

Evergreen hedges should not be pruned, ex- 
cépt just enough to keep them in. balance, until 
they have niade several sedsons’ growth, and the 
hedge has become well-established. And, since 


|} the object is to encourage growth, the cutting 


should be done in the autumn, and then only to 
remove rampant growth. 

As the hedge gets older, the object will be to 
weaken the growth. Then be wr: may be in 
Jane; for, at this season; cutting-back checks 
and weakens growth. A second trimming may 
also be given in the autumn. | 

It is only by practice and observation that one 
can become expert. The object sought nimuat be 
taken into consideration. When you have de- 
cided how you want your trees, a little practice 
will enable you to proceed rapidly. ‘There are 
no prettier orbamental evergreen hedges for our 
climate than arbor-vite or Norway spruce, ex- 
cept it be,in situations favorable to it, that 
prettiest of evergreens, the hemlock. P.

OUR EXPORTS AND MANUFACTURES. 

We noticed, a few days ago, the publica- 
tion by Prof. Youne of carefully-compiled 
statistics of exportation of domestic produc- 
tions annually since 1821. The exported 
products are divided into several classes, the 
first of which includes raw materials, such as 
animals, grain, and cotton. The second is 
tiassified as partially manufactured, such as 
flour, meats, oils, pork, and other provisions. 
The third class is that of manufactured goods, 
covering what is generally known as manu- 
factures, but also such commodities as butter, 
cheese, bread, and biscuit. The tables serve 
to show the growth and the proportion of 
each article, and of each class of articles, to 
the whole volume of exports. In the first 
place, we give the percentages of each class 
to the whole exports during each decade and 
to the end of 1874:

SCHEMES OF PUBLIC PLUNDER. 


The Nation speaks of the disposition to | 


inflate the currency and the desire to have 
railroads built at the Government expense as 
the two great political delusions of our time. 
We had hoped the American people had re- 
wovered from the laiter. -A long and costly 
experience, which’ was first exposed in Credit 
Mobilier scandals and which finally culmi- 
nated in the panic of 1873, did the business 
for the West, and we do not believe that, 
outside of some ambitious pioneers and 
money-grasping speculators, there are any 
people in the East or West who desire to ex- 
periment any further with railroad-building 
upon Government subsidies. It is not so in 
the South, however, which seems deter- 
mined not to benefit itself from the 
experience elsewhere, but to go all 
over it again for themselves. The 
political condition of the South accounts 
to alarge extent for the prevalence of this 
delusion. Having but recently been recon- 
structed under the supervision of the Federal 
Government, and many of the States pre- 
ferring still te depend upon the interference 
of Government office-holders in their politics 
rather than take an independent position, 
the paternal notion of Government is more 
strongly fixed in the South than any other 
section of the Union. Added to this de- 
pendent feeling is one of sectional jealonsy. 
The South imagines that the North and West 
had all the benefit of Government aid during 
the years of the Rebellion and those imme- 
diately succeeding. They seem toignore the 


fact that this was all their own fault, since | 


they were making war upon the very Govern- 
ment from which they now demand aid ; and 
one of the grounds on which subsidies are 
now asked for the South is that she may re- 
gain, through Government aid, the ground 
which she lost by her own folly. This is 
what their sole argument in favor of Tom 
Scort’s E] Paso Road subsidy really amounts 
to. 
The South has largely escaped one of the 
two popular delusions of the day,—that of 
cheap shinplasters,—and the leading news- 
papers of the South deserve eredit fgr this 
favorable condition. But they are as much 
to blame for inculcating the general misap- 
prehension of Government functions which 
obtains among too many of the Southern 
people relative to subsidies. Not long ago 
the Southern Commergial Convention made a 
general demand for Government railroads for 
the Cotton States, and this has been followed 
by the Cotton Exchange Convention, which 
was in session at White ‘Sulphur Springs last 
week, with a direct recommendation to Con- 
gress to accede to Tom Soort’s dem,and, and 
to proceed immediately to the eons‘cruction of 
the El Paso Pacific Railroad atthe expense 
of the nation. It is significant and discour- 
aging that this bad recommendation was 
agreed to without a discussion, So prompt 
and unanimous an action shows how 
strong a hold this scheme has taken 
upon the Southern mind, and foreshad- 
ows the danger that the strength of the 
Southern members of the next Congress. may 
be sufficient. to control the Democratic. ma- 
jority, which depends upon the South for its 
main strength, to vote the desired F 'ederal 
guarantee. There is but one benefit that 
could come of this. It would certai aly kill 
off every prospect of success which th e Dem- 
ocratic party in the North now has, for no 
party committed to the exploded f:allacy of 
voting away tens of millions of! publi c moneys 
forthe promotion of private sch emes can 
ever command the confidence of the North. 
But, desirable as the demise of the Demo- 
cratic party would be on many accounts, it 
would be dearly purchased at t’he cast of 
bundreds of millions of dollars, t> which the 
voting of the Scorr subsidy woul eventually 
lead. 

We have repeatedly pointed, out to the 
South that a long stretch of railroad runing 
through an arid, rainless, and uninhabited 
district, to a point on the Pacific slope where 
there is no commerce, is not calculated to be 
of much benefit to the Southern people in 
cities or country. We have aiso repeat- 
edly drawn attention to the _ well-estab- 
lished fact that, if there were a business 
demand for the road, and there were any 
prospects of its being profitable, there would 
be sufficient private capital fori hcoming to 
build it. It has also been suffici mtly demon- 
strated, and recently, too, thaf abnormal de- 
velopment not only is not profi table, but en- 
tails serious consequences upon: the Govern. 
ment and all parties concerned. But there 
are one or two other considerations which 
certainly ought to have weight with every 
citizen at the South who coatributes to the 
support of the Government. The cost to the 
South of the Tom Scorr subsidy scheme will 
not be represented merely by its pro rata of 
what that single subsidy will entail. The 
granting of the TomScorr subsidy necessarily 
means the granting of other subsidies, for it 
can only pass Congress by the old system of 
log-rolling, whereby the representatives of 
one section will vote for it only in considera- 
tion of some other subsidy for their con- 
stituency which the representatives of the 
other section agree to support. Thus, 
if Tom Scorr gets a subsidy for 
his seheme, it is pretty certain that 
the Jay Cooxe Northern Pacific will also be 
built at the Government expense. But the 
voting away of the pubilic moneys, once be- 
gun again, vill not end here, There will 
come a dem/s.nd for numerous branches and 
tenders te hese two roads. There will have 
to be bran ches built from the Pacific termini 
of both th.e El Paso Pacific and the Northern 
Pacific ‘ailroads to San Francisco to enable 
them te) do any business. There is already a 
scheny, for building a branch from Salt Lake 
City to the line of the Northern Pacific. St. 
Louis will want a connection built both with 
the Northern Pacific and with the Southern 
Pacific. The next thing that will be asked is 
a railroad to the Black Hills; and from ‘there 
# connection with the Northern Pacific. The 
East will not stand by and see the South and 
West get all the benefits of ‘tha subsidizing 
policy. They will want money to build a 
canal around Niagara Falls in opposition 
to the Welland Canal ; Virginia will 
demand big money to tunnel the 
Allegheny Mountains for a canal ; 
and Ohio will insist on heavy donations to im- 
prove the navigation of the Ohio River. 
Tennessee will want money to improve het 
chief pH has the Fox River slack- 
water isconsin canal project in her 
head, and Illinois and Iowa want the Hen- 
nepin Canal dug ; and so it will go, when 
canals, the Treasury will be bankrupted, the

THE BAVARIAN ELECTION. * 

The recent election of members of the 
Lower House of the Bavarian Parliament by 
the Electoral C:ll.ze (the people in that 
Kingdom returning electors who nominate 
the Deputies) has been seized upon by the 
Ultramontane press of this country as a great 
Ultramontane triumph, because the electors 
have chosen 79 Ultramontanes to 76 Liberals. 
The jubilation of these papers, however, is 
zeal and enthusiasm without knowledge. A 
slight study of the facts and figures in the 
case will show them that the Ultramontanes 
have lost more than they own. Before esti- 
mating the importance of these facts, we may 
premise that Isavaria is almost as strongly 
Roman Cathylic as Ireland. The census of 
December, 871, showed that the total num- 
ber of Rornan Catholics in the Kingdom was 
8,646,364 and of Protestants only 1,342,592, 
the projortion being 712 Roman Catholics to 
275 Protestants in every 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, or almost 3 to 1, the little handful re- 
mal aing being Jews or members of the Greek 
Church, At the preceding census of 1867, 
the proportion was 711 Roman Catholics to 
275 Protestants, showing an increase of the 
former since that time. Of course, the 
Protestants generally are Liberals, but, to 
have; accomplished the very close result, the 
Literals mustalso have drawn largely from the 
Cr.tholic voters. The result indicates that at 
least a million of Catholic population must 
have opposed.the Ultramontanes, else 76 
Libe:ral members against «79 Clericals could 
not have been elected. The Ultramontanes 
wo ald have been badly defeated had they not 
been reinforced by the States’ rights party, 
who are opposed to having the independence 
of? Bavaria as a nation merged in the German 
Fimpire. Bavaria had been an independent 
Kingdom long before Prussia existed. State 
pride was brought to bear against the Liberals 
or National party, and saved the Ultramon- 
tanes from utter defeat. With these facts in 
view, it is easy to see that the Ultramontane 
party, instead of winning a victory, has met 
with a defeat. 

The last Bavarian Chamber, which was 
elected in November, 1869, was composed of 
83 Ultramontanes against 71 Liberals. The 
present Chamber counts 79 Ultramontanes to 
76 Liberals, so that the Ultramontane ma- 
jority of 12isreducedto3. This majority 
again cannot always be relied upon. The 
Liberal Ministry of Bavaria, which of course 
is in sympathy with the German Empire, 
wis sustained in 1870 by a vote of 89 against 
58 for the war with France, and in January, 
1871, with 102 against 48 for the acceptance 
of the Versailles treaty. 

The result of the election demonstrates the 
very powerful hold on’ the popular heart 
German unity possesses, when it commands 
the active support of half the population of 
such a State as Bavaria. If Ultramontanes 
and State-Sovereignty conjoined cannot 
sweep Bavaria, in what part of Germany is 
the former likely to make successful headway 
against Bismarck ? 


The dispatch from Berlin which was print- 
ed in the last issue of Tux Trrpume, touching 
the change in the relations of the Popo to 
the German ecclesiastical laws, is a very sig- 
nificant one. The North German Gazetiz, 
commenting on the recent submissions of 
Catholic clergymen to the law forthe admin- 
istration of church property, claims that it is 
tantamount to am abandonment of the prin- 
ciple that politics and ecclesiastical affairs 
can only be regulated by means of independ- 
ent arrangements between the State and the 
Chureh without the intervention of Romé, 
and broadly intimates that the submission of 
the clergy to the law regarding ¢hurch prop- 
erty is inspired by the Roman Curia itself. 
The law—which was passed, we believe, last 
year, as supplementary to the Face 
laws—vests the control of church property 
in the majority of the lay members, and under 
its operation somé of the Old Catholic con- 
gregations stepped in and took possession of 
churches which had been taken from them by 
the operation of the ecclesiastical law of the 
Chureh. By virtue of the same law, the 
majority of a congregation not only were 
secured the right of controlling their own 
property, but in case of a vacancy in the 
pulpit by death, removal, or resignation, 
could also have a voice in the nomina- 
tion of @ successor. The concession made 
in these respects by the Roman an- 
thorifies evidently must have grown out 
of the determination of the German Catholic 
people themselves to have these rights, rather 
than from the power or influence of the State 
in extorting them. It is none the less, how- 
ever, a very decided triumph for Brsmanrcx, 
because if is also a triumph for the laity. 
This concession from the Roman Curia may 
portend an abandonment of the struggle with 
the Empire for political supremacy in Ger- 
many in matters in which the Church and 
State have been in conflict, It may be in- 
tended as a peace-offering to the German 
Government, and an intention to render unto 
Cmsak the things that are Cmsan’s. 


Mr. Cuantzs Reapz, the novelist, is still 
harping away on the subject of copyright, to 
show that it does not imply monopoly.

THE GERMAN CROWN-PRINCE MEETS WITH A RAII-

HUNCARY. 
THE GENERAL ELECTION. 

Bopa-Psstu, July 11.—The geveral election in 
Hungary is virtually over. Out of the 416 
menuibers Hungary, without Croatia, sends into 
Parliament, 376 have been elected in the 
period from the ist to the 10th of Jaly. 
The semaining forty constituencies, which were 
not ready in time with their electoral lista, 
will bave their elections in the first half of Au- 
gust; but,whatever the result of these elections 
may be, it can scarcely affect the relative 
strength of parties in the future Parliament, as 


of the 876 members elected, not less than 319 
belong to the Liberal or Government party; 17 
to the Canservafive party, 19 to the Rad- 


ical party, and 21 belong to the par- 
ty of Nationalities; @ all 57, — that 
is. about ope-sixth as many as the pamber elect- 
ed of the Liberal party. Therefore, even if all 
the forty remaining seats fall to the Opposition, 
while, according to present prospects, they 
will not got ten seats,—and if the thirty-four 
members the Croatian Diet sends to the Hun- 
garian Diet were to pass over'to the Opposition, 
which is even more improbable,—the Croatians 
voting invanably with every Gover nment,—the 
Liberal or Government party would bavea ma- 
jority of 1838. Butas these extreme contingen- 
cies are not only not likely to happen, and as, 
on the contrary, it is well-nigh certain that the 
Liberal party will secure at least 30 out of the 
remaining seats, the Government will have 
about 350, and, with the Croatians, 334 support— 
ers in a House of 450. 

Althongh it had been felt for years that the 
difference between the two old Parliamentary 
parues—naimely, the approval of the opposition 
to the compromise with Audtria—bed lost ite 
meaning, the real cause of the cessation of the 
ciiference and the fusion of the two old 188 
into the oew Liberal party was the financial ques- 
tion which was to be grappled with.

A FATAL EXPLOSION, 
Mew York Heraid. 


Port Jervis, July 24.—The most terrific loco- 
motive boiler explosion ever known on the Erie 
Railway occurred on the Delaware Division last 
night, 8 miles west of Port Jervis, resulting in 
the instant death of three men, aid the demo- 
lition of thousands of doilars’ worth of property 
The locomotive was attached to an ex- 
tra coal train, No. 4 from Honesdale, 
Jefferson Fuller, engineer. When the train 
reached the point named above it was flagged by 
atrain ahead of it,and cametoastop. The 
flagman of the leading train, Joseph Bonnell, 
jumped on the pilot of the engine he had flagged 
for the purpose of riding down some distance 
toward bis train. Fuller's train was kept ata 
standstill fora few minutes, when the signal 
was given to goahead. A brakeman who was 
on the twelfth car was looking at the en- 
gineer, and says that as he placed his 
hand upon the throttle the explosion took 
place. The firebox was blown ent, and 
the locomotive lifted bodily from the track aod 
thiown backwards, lighting on the tender bot- 
tom side up. The air was filled with flying 
ments for some time; heavy pieces of iron fe 
ali along the train, ishing cars and endan 
gering employes. As soon as possible after 
the explosion a trainman started on foot to Port 
Jervis to announce the casualty at bh uarters. 
He was but an hour walking the 8 miles, and
